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Egg  production  in  the  48  States  during  1962  totaled  62,  986  million  eggs--2  percent  more 
than  the  1961  production  of  61,  922  million.  Number  of  layers  on  hand  during  1962  averaged  297 
million,  compared  with  294  million  in  1961.  The  average  rate  of  lay  per  layer  on  hand  in  1962 
was  212.1  eggs,  compared  with  210.4  in  1961.  The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  has  shown 
a steady  upward  trend  for  years.  The  rate  of  lay  in  1950  was  174  eggs;  in  1955,  192  eggs;  and 
in  I960,  209  eggs. 


Production  in  Hawaii  during  1962  was  159  million  eggs.  A table  showing  layers  and  egg 
production  in  Hawaii  in  1961  and  1962  is  shown  on  page  14.
